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The Storm of 1905. 


The great snow-storm of 1905 will 
be long remembered. The upper end 
phage nk owe pr wan ly wetrgwn 
with the stranded. The Western Star 
went. ashore near Apostle Islands: 
the Corey wrecked on Gull Roek; on 
Minnesota Point the steamer England 
came to grief. .The life-saving crew 
rescued the men. At Duluth piers the 
Metaffa broke her back and nine men 
were lost. At Lester Park, six miles 
to the east, the Crescent City went 
on the rocks. The men laid a hatch 
across the rail and walked ashore. It 
was @ more convenient wreck than 
most, The Lafayctte, further east, wes 
a total loss, though her engines and 
boilers were afterwards salvaged. Th: 
Edenborn and her tow barge, the Ma 
deira, Ag ge up high and dry. The 
Spencer and her barge, Amboy, were 
lost, and the Monkshaven may still be 
seen on the rocks of Angus Island 

The ill-fated Metaffa had ventured 
out of Duluth’s bottle harbor, but de- 
cided to turn back. She headed for 
the mouth of the canal that leads into 
Duluth as into a pound net. A strong 
current was pouring out between the 
piers, and a cross swirl caught the 
bow of the Metaffa and flung it to one 
side. She missed the channel, hit one 
of the piers, swung around it broad- 
side, and dronped outside the break- 
water, where the seas drove her into 
shallow water. She grounded 100 feet 
out from the breakwater. Here, with- 
in plain view of thousands of people. 
she was beyond aid. The seas had 
all Superior and a hurricane behind 
them, and piled up over the stranded 
vessel and over the breakwater. Two 
men in the deckhouse tried to make 
their way aft, where the others were, 
and where there was warmth from the 
boiler, The crowds on shore saw 
these two men washed overboard, and 
beheld one of them caught in a cross 
swirl and restored to the deck. He 
clung there exhausted, and wes pres. 
ently frozen in the centre of a solid 
cake of ice. 

The storm raged all night. When 
they got out to the Metaffa the next 
day, they found the water had put the 
engine fires out. Nine men _ they 
found frozen, and they chopped them 
out of solid ice one foot thick, with 
axes. As. for the Metaffa, her back 
was broken. They towed her into 
the dry dock at Superior and took. her 
apart. The machinery was removed 
and sold.

A PIONEER NAVIGATOR 


LATE CAPTAIN SHEPHERD WELL- 
KNOWN AROUND MONTREAL. 


For Sixty Years He Was Engaged |r 


Was One of the Best Loved Cap- 
tains on Inland Waters—Command- 
ed the Lady Simpson, One of the 
First Steam Craft In Canada. 


In the death of Captain Shepherd, 
one of the best-known and most high- 
ly-esteemed masters of inland naviga- 
tion in Canada passed away. Deceas- 
ed, who was in his usual good health 
until quite recently, was stricken with 
pneumonia but a short time ago and 
the disease soon got beyond the stage 
where medical aid could be of any 
avail. 

The late navigator was born in Eng- 
land in 1824 arid he came to Canada 
with his patents when he was only 
five years of age. For over €) years 
he had been actively and prominently 
connected with the marine and com-

He was a man of most 
kindly and genial manner who made 
many warm friends among the thou- 
sands of people who traveled on his 
vessels, He was 86 years of age, but 
preserved his youthful appearance to 
a remarkable degree and no one who 
did not know him intimately woul 
suspect that he was a man over 60. 
He inaugurated the Ottawa river navi- 
gation service and his name and those 
of his boats are indelibly impressed 
upon the minds of three generations 
of Canadians of the Ottawa valley.

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REV. DR. SHAW FORCED BY ILL- 
HEALTH TO RETIRE. 


Late Principal of Wesleyan College, 
Montreal, Has Occupied Many Im- 
portant Poste In Methodist Church 
—Was Secretary of the Court of 
Appeals of Hig Denomination— 
President of Bible Society Also. 


Rev. Dr. Shaw, who has been pro- 
fessor at Wesleyan Theological Col- 
lege, Montreal, for nearly forty years= 
and principal for fourteen years of 
that period, has resigned on account 
of advancing years and ill-health, Dr. 
Shaw is suffering from heart trouble 
and finds the responsibilities of the 
principalship of the college too much 
for. him. e has also retired from 


REV. DR. SHAW. 
the presidency of the Bible Society, 
but will retain his connection with the 
Protestant School Board, of which he 
is chairman, until his term of office 
expires in 1913. , 

Dr. Shaw was born in Kingston in 
1841 and has been in the ministry for 
47 years. For 37 years he has been a 
professor of the Wesleyan College and 
has held many of the leading offices 
in the Methodist Church. He was 
president of the Montreal Conference 
in 1887 and for 20 years was secretary 
of the Court of Appeals, the highest 
judicial body in the church. He was 
a delegate to all the General Confer- 
ences since the union of 1883 and had 
been a member of the previous Gen- 
eral Conference of 6 Canadian 
Methodist Church. - 

In educational circles also Dr. Shaw 
‘has been a prominent figure, being 2 
member of the Council of Public [n- 
struction since 1887 and chairman of 
the Protestant Committee since 1900. 
Principal Shaw’s resignation takes 
effect at once and his retirement

Precipices In the Himalayas. 


There is one remarkable peculiar- 
ity of the series of Himalayan ranges 
between the Vale of Kashmir and the 
Central Asian watershed~they are 
one after another cut right across the 
ridges.

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A LAND OF MANY TRIBES. 


India’s Races Outnumber Those on the 
American Hemisphere. 


Hindustan has more nations than 
the continent of Europe, and more 
races than you will find on the hemis- 
phere of the Americas. Every locality 
has its own tribes and peculiar castes, 
and here and there are peoples of 
whom the world knows nothing, writes 
Frank G. Carpenter. 

There is one great class known as 
jungle people. ‘Lhey live in the woods 
and are about as savage as the na- 
tives of the Congo. They believe in 
witches and witch doctors and make 
bloody sacrifices. Wild dances are a 
part of their worship. These people are 
generally known as Animiists aud they 
number 8,000,000 or 9,000,000. They 
live in all sorts of ways, feeding large- 
ly on wild herbs and fruits, and dweil- 
ing in caves or temporary shacks, 
which they leave when they seek a 
new location. 

In the eastern Himalayas are the 
Nagas, the descendants of the ancient 
snake worshippers. They are head 
hunters and now and then raid the 
lowlands. in southern India are the 
Yanadis, who have round huts made 
of brushwood, and who support them- 
selves ou jungle fruits and wild honey. 
They are as say as our Negritos and | 
will run at the sight of a white man.

Salmon, cod and 
halibut, with others of the firm-fleshed 
varieties, may be carried over safe'y into 
a later season, and deceive the wiliest 
of the above-mentioned conoisseurs. 
Whereas, to eat shad and their con- 
geners after the harvest is paesed is 
to tempt ptomaine poisoning. Not @ 
winter passes without mging us 
lamentable proof of this, yet shad holds 
an honorable place upon hotel and res- 


~-tevrant bills of fare for six months of 


the year. 

Stu@w thew, the right aeaeonr for your 
fish. When your conscientious vender 
tells you that the kind you want is “out 
of the market,’’ take his word for it and 
choose something elzge. 

In declaring that there should be no 
second quality of fish, I refer to the 
condition and not to the species, Cod 
may be as good in its way as the aris- 
tocratic salmon, if both are fresh and 
sound. Smelts are as respectable as 
trout, although costing half as much. 

With regard to the much-vaunted 
wholesomeness of fish, urged upon 
our consideration by dietitians who 
war against too much meat-eating. 
may I drop a doubting word? Fish is 
no more nutritious and digestible for 
everybody than are nuts, which are just 
now a good second to it. A woman to 
whom all kinds of shellfish are an 
active poison, and who approaches 
every variety of the piscatovy genus 
with caution, quoted to me the other 
day a proverb I had not heard be‘ore: 

“The Englishman's fish is the French- 
man’s poisson (poison)." 

There is a deep meaning in the play 
upon words. Do not insist that any 
one food shall agree with every consti- 
tution. If you find, after repeated 
trials, that the fish the rest of the fam- 
ily relishes and digests comfortably is 
veritable “poison’’ to you, do no further 
coe to nature in persisting in eat- 

n , 

hen you can digest it with as 
much satisfaction as you had in eat- 
ing it, adopt it as a substitute for 
meat, and rejoice in the knowledge 
that, by reason of a plentiful supply 
of phosphates, it makes excellent 
nerve and brain food, 

Always presupporing that it is not 
robbed of every virtue by long keep- 
ing and improper cookery.
